The symbolic act of relighting 
the eternal. flame at the Place 
dEtoile combined with an impres- 
sive demonstration of gratitude to 
Premier ‘‘Daladier, ‘began here at 
twilight.  ° : 

A procession along the Champs 
Elysees to the amous square began at 
6.80 between solid phalanxes of 
humanity, First came a  delega- 
tion of war veterans bearing 
geveral’ hundred . flags, including 
numerous American and Belgian 
ones. Led by a company of mount- 
ed guards, M. Daladier followed in 
an open car to the grave of the
